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Andover Women Have Sent 3346 Garments 
To War Sufferers Through Red Cross 


Last fall, when the American 
Red Cross first appealed for cloth- 
ing for the Polish refugees, the An- 


dover Chapter promptly went to 
work. The work has continued 
steadily through the winter and 


spring, and is still going on. The 
first shipment of finished articles 
was made last December, and 
others have followed almost month- 
ly,—three went in June. Up to the 
first of August, the women of An- 
dover, knitting and sewing in what 
time they could spare from other 
duties have made and contributed 
for the aid of the destitute war 
victims of Europe, the really as- 
tonishing total of 3346 finished gar- 
ments. 

Fifty-eight layettes, each com- 
plete in itself with 22 different ar- 
ticles, comprised 1276 items. Attrac- 
tive dresses for women and chil- 
dren were cut out and made to the 
number of 820. Skilful fingers fash- 
ioned 398 sweaters for men, women 
and children, and knitted 260 pairs 
of socks. Boys’ suits, underwear of 
various kinds, hospital shirts, con- 
valescent robes and miscellaneous 
articles made up the rest. 

This is a record of which not 
only the Chapter but the entire 
town may well be proud. It is no 
small thing for the busy women of 
a community to contribute so gen- 
erously of time, strength and effort 
toward making unfortunate people 
more comfortable physically. 

Norman Davis, head of the 
American Red Cross, has assured 
all chapters that, contrary to ru- 
mors, the shipments are going 
through, that they are not being in- 
terfered with in any way, that the 
distribution of clothing, medical 
supplies and baby foods is being 
supervised by our own agents, and 
that the Germans have not seized 
one cent of the Red Cross money 
nor a single item of its supplies. 

With this assurance we may feel 
confident that our shipments will 
reach those for whom they are 
meant. A letter from Red Cross 
headquarters in Washington, and a 
card from William Giblin, Red 
Cross Representative in Marseilles, 
both thank the Andover Chapter 
for its fine work. Mr. Giblin adds: 
“Over here we can definitely appre- 
ciate and see its effectiveness.

adoption of this program. Senator 
Wagner's first bill on it he refused 
“to support. Over a year after he 
took office he stalled off a commit- 
tee which called on him to urge 
action. After the Republicans de- 
nounced the President for doing 
nothing about social security, he 
finally appointed a committee to 
study it, this with the 1934 elec- 
tions in the offing. After the elec- 
tion, he again let the matter slide 
and actually told one group: ‘The 
time is not ripe for old-age pen- 
sions yet.” By this time there was 
practically a unanimous demand 
for it. The old committee submitted 


proposal, he junked it and had 


one of his young  brain-trusters 
draw up a bill which was so ill- 
formed that Congress didn’t know 


or 


what it meant. In 1935 a bill finally 
went through, with the rates 
charged the employer and _ the 
working man exactly twice what 
they needed to be, this in order to 
pay for the ordinary running costs 
of government. Last year he had to 
admit that the financial set-up was 
all wrong, and when anvthing is 
so bad that the President will ad- 
mit it was bad, it must be pretty 
bad indeed.
